tate. In the present caae the condi- 
ions of tbe Cuban blockade are much 
more liberal towards tbe powers than 
ver imposed before. 
Viscount de BanU Tbyrso, the Porto- 
ueae minister, stated today that the 
neutrality decree iaaoed by Portugal 
rould not permit belligerents to make 
ong stays at Portuguese ports. Under 
be tiBa*! rales of international law this 
ojourn is likely to be confined to * day 
r two. 
Tbe Portuguese minister drew fltten- 
ion to tbe privileges permittc<l under 
lie decree, when war ships of both bel- 
igerent nations were At tbe same port 
imultaneoualy. 
In that case, if the 


•ar ship of one power leaves port, tho 
rnr ship of the other power cannot 
eave in pursuit within 24 hours, that 
much time being allowed the ship first 
eparting to proceed on her way without 
nolestation.

lie was seen the other day in one of the 
turrets by a follow seaman, who re 
ported an attempt to break open the 
magazine door, tuiduiz tlmt cotton waste 
nnd rockets had boon found on him 
The man was immediately put under re 
etraint and a court of inquiry has been 
appointed to make an investigation. No 
courtmartial has been ordered or recom 
mended, and while Captain Harrington 
refugee to discuss the affair, pro or con 
other hiKh odicials say that a treasonable 
interpretation of the incident is prepos- 
terous.

WEYLER TALKS. 


Denounces the 
Present Fabian 


Policy of Spain. 


MADIUD, April 29.—9,30 p. m.—Gen- 


irat Weyler epoke in the cortes tonight, 
n a clear voice and amid marked at- 
ention from the wbole house and the 
'alleriea, he apologized for prolonging 
he debate, pleading that he could not 
dlow the opportunity to pass of defend- 
ng himself against criticism. With 
much warmth and sternness he defended 
ilu political and military acts of severity 
n Cuba, showing that he deemed them 
itally necessary and that they were 
ustified by the results they produced. 
Bo much was this the case, he declared, 
hat had he been allowed six months 
oncer he would have entirely crushed 
he insurrection and would have real- 
zed the promise he made to Senor 
Janovaa de Castillo, that by April, 1393, 
IB conld be in a position to offer him 
0,000 veterans to attack the United 
tatss. 
General Weyler Beverely criticised the 
ome rnla policy in Cuba and the time 
electing for decreeing it, and he con- 
luded a passionate appeal for a display 
f energy, urging the government to 
ake the offensive vigorously on both 
ana and flea, aa remaining on the de- 
ensive was "the worst possible policy 
with such an enemy." 


The Duke of Tetnan and Lieutenant 
ieneral Azcarraga declared that the 
Conservative party always approved and 
ccepted the responsibility for the acts 
f General Weyler in Cuba. 
The declaration! afforded Senor Moret, 
ecratary for the colonies, an opportnn- 
ty of avoiding a debate with Weyler, 
enor Moret declaring that such a 
onrie would be unadviiable at present 
and would better be left for "a day 
when statesmen can find time for dis- 
union."

The trial of Oharlo3 Washington for 


the munifir of VV, L. Motley ia pro- 
gressing rapi-lly before Judge Kielcy and 
a jury. Yeuterday the prosecution put 
iu all of its evidence, and Monday the 
caoo will bu Riven into tho huuds of the 
jury. 


WorthingtOD baa not the stoic de- 


meanor of the hardened criminal, and 
whilo ho butrnya little emotion yet it ie 
easy to be noticed that ho ia worried. 
Yesterday sltoruoon hia aifltera eat be- 
hind him, autl with eyes wet with weep- 
ing and faces indicating the ordeal 
through which they are passing, they 
wore objecte of everybody'a eympathy. 
To ward evening one of the Bisters almost 
mado n eccne in court. Aa ahe wae 
about to leave ehe threw her arma about 
the neck of the prisoner, and wept on 
bia ehoolder. Her eobe were beginning 
to attract the attention of tbe Judge 
and the lawyers when the heart-broken 
woman drew herself away, and, taking 
her little child by the hand, left the 
court-room.
